SOME SPORTING CELEBRITIES 


In the early nineties almost the only diversion afforded to 
people with sporting instincts in the prairie country, was the 
annual race meeting which took place at Regina. 


In those days the running horse was king and there were 
not very many harness racers. The Beckton brothers, who lived 
at Cannington in the eastern portion of what is now Saskatche- 
wan, were always in evidence. 
ters, and as they had ample means in their hands, they did not 
hesitate to buy the best horses in the country. For a time they 
carried off everything at the Regina races, but about 1893 their 
supremacy was disputed by two other Englishmen who “had 
ranched for a time in the Qu'Appelle Valley, named Green and 
Lascelles. Green had bought out the stock of horses owned by 
William Riddell, a well-known old timer in the Qu'Appelle, 
who now lives in Moose Jaw, and he was joined later by Frank 
Lascelles, a scoin of the great English family of Harewood. They 
were both fond of racing. Lascelles was a curious character. 
He affected a Haw! Haw! method of speech and his long shanks 
were always clothed in riding breeches and leggings. They 
moved the ranch from the Qu'Appelle Valley to a place on the 
shores of Long Lake, not far from the present town of Keddles- 
ton, They purchased Wanda in the west somewhere and they 
also had an interest in Grey Eagle. 


They were picturesque charac- 


Grey Eagle was an astonish- 
ing horse and there were many traditions and stories about him. 
It v 
Montana with a bunch of horses to the High River country, and 
such an extraordinary burst 
of speed they decided to put him in training. He won race after 
race, but is said to have made better speed under a cowboy 
saddle than when clothed in the most approved racing gear. 
These two horses, Wanda and Grey Eagle, were subsequently 
taken down on the American circuit, and were reported to have 
cleaned up everything on the New Orleans race track to the 
great delight of Regina citizens.

Eventually the racing and ranching activities of Messrs. 
Green and Lascelles came to and end and they both left the 
country. 


The story of how the Beckton brothers came to their wealth 
is rather interesting. They were two ordinary harum scarum 
English lads who were living at Cannington as farm pupils with 
occasional scanty remittances from home to keep them going. 
They were the grandsons of a wealthy Lancashire manufacturer, 
who didn’t regard the two young men in the northwest with any 
particular degree of favor. Some slick salesman managed to sell 
the old gentleman in Lancashire an interest insan iron mine in 
Spain. After the purchase he investigated the property and 
found that it was played out. He was deeply humiliated at hav- 
ing been taken in, as it was a reflection upon his business acumen, 
but nevertheless he sent out two shares to his grandsons in Can- 
ada. The gift was Neither he nor they 
believed there was any value in them. The old man, however, 
made up his mind to see if something could not be done with 
the property. He sent out an engineer and investigated and 
started work on it. Immense deposits of ore were discovered and 
the young men in Canada suddenly found themselves rich. Their 
dividends, which came in regularly, were enormous; they built 
the house of Cannington Manor, modelled upon an English man- 
sion house and certainly made things fly when they were in their 
hey day. They were always in evidence at race meetings and 
wherever the sporting fraternity would gather. After a time the 
mine played out or something, and they disappeared from west- 
ern history.

MAJOR MONTGOMERY

There was a picturesque character who lived long in Regina 
in the early days. His name was George A. Montgomery, and 
he had a militia title of Maior, which he had, earned away back 
during the time of the Fenian raids. 


He occupied the position of Registrar of Land Titles for 
Saskatchewan and was an exceedingly pleasant and good-looking 
man. He was always immaculately dressed in clothes of old- 
fashioned cut and his fine-spun floss of whité hair and short 


beard made him a noticeable figure. 
° 


He had a remarkable career. He came from Kempville in 
Ontario, and as a very young man had gone overland to Cali- 
fornia during the gold rush of 1849. He had lived long amongst 
the mining camps of that region, and had amassed a considerable 
fortune. He was very modest and unassuming in conversation, 
but when in reminiscent mood h'e could talk entertainingly of the 
perils which beset the march of the Argonauts across the plains; 
their Indian fights; their experiences with white men hardly less 
blood-thirsty than savages; and the perils of a death from thirst 
and starvation. 


Major Montgomery was in California at the time of the 
captare of the Emperor Maximillian by Juarez, Diaz and their 
associates in Mexico. With a fine chivalry which did him credit, 
he organized a party of young Canadians to go down to Mexico 
and endeavour to-rescue the ill-fated Emperor. When close to 
the Mexican boundary they met a party of French officers of 
the remnants of Napoleon the Third's army of occupation, who 
were flying northward to the States, and who brought news of 
Maximillian’s execution. Major Montgomery accordingly turned 
back and safely convoyed the Frenchmen to San Francisco, He 
formed a friendship with the French officer and corresponded 
with him for years.

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EGYPT 


News from England indicates that the ancient country of 
Egypt is to have its independence. 


Egpyt is one of the most interesting countries of the world. 
It has a civilization and history that goes back to the time when 
the earth was shrouded in the clouds of antiquity. Art, the 
science of government, and agriculture, flourished on the banks 
of the Nile when Europe was inhabited by savage and barbaric 
tribes, Modern science has not yet been able to solve the puzzle 
of the erection of the pyrimids—those gigantic and enduring 
monuments which the ancient Egyptians reared as sepulchres to 
their kings. Wheat was grown in the Nile Delta when the sons 
of Jacob were nomads of the wilderness, and the city of Alex- 
andria was a metropolis in times so long gone by as to be almost 
mythical. 


The modern history of Egypt may be said to have com- 
menced with the invasion of that country by Napoleon and the 
Battle of the Pyramids. 


Egypt owed suzeranity to Turkey, and although there were 
many revolts Great Britain generally supported the authority 
ef Turkey. The Sultan of Turkey has been for generations re- 
garded as the head of the Mohammedan religion and apart from 
the causes which led Great Britain and France to support Turkey 
at the time of the Crimean war, it was considered good policy 
by Britain, with its millions of Mohammedan subjects in India, 
to be considered as a supporter of the successor of Mahomet. 

Ever since the days of Napoleon, France had exercised 
eome influence in Egyptian affairs. Indeed, at one time there 
was dual control by France and England of Egypt. 


In 1856 Said Pasha, who governed Egypt, was much under 
French influence and he was induced to grant to Ferdinand De 
Lessaps a concession for the construction of the Suez Canal. 


Britain looked upon this concession with suspicion, and Lord 
Palmerston, the Prime Minister of the day, prevented it being 
ratified by Turkey for over two years. 


Before the construction of the Suez Canal there was no 
direct water communication between the Mediterranean and the 
Red Sea, but at various times a precarious communication ex- 
isted by way of the river Nile. Some of the ancient Pharoahs 
built a canal joining the Nile and the Red Sea, and there was 
evidence that such a canal existed more than 1300 years before 


Christ. 


Napoleon, when in Egypt in 1798, ordered the isthmus of 
the Suez to be surveyed as a preliminary to the digging of the 
eanal, but nothing further was then done. 


This project was successfully accomplished by De Lesseps, 
and was considered, rightly, as a triumph of French engineering 
and enterprise. The British, however, regarded the device as a 
project for French interference in the East. 


The canal was formally opened in November, 1869, and 
the following day sixty-eight vessels of various nationalities, 
headed by a French ship which carried as a passenger the Em- 
press Eugenie, passed through the canal. The canal dues at first 
were very excessive. 


There is a pcituresque story told of Lord Beaconsfield in 
eonnection with the canal. The French shareholders were not 
realising a great deal of money in the way of interest. Their 
national pride had prevented them from offering shares abroad, 
but Disraeli, with his Jewish blood, was an astute trader, and he 
found the means to obtain an offer of a large block of stock. 
He went to the British Parliament and asked for a large sum of 
money and declared he could not disclose the use to which it 
was to be put. Some time afterwards he announced that the 
British government had acquired an interest in the Suez Canal. 
This put Britain in posession of a short thoroughfare to the East. 
There were, of course, international restrictions, but England had 
the advantage. 


In 1881-1882, there was a very strong rising in Egypt 
under Arabi Pasha against Turkish and British rule. An expe- 
ditionary force was sent to Egypt under Lord Wolseley and the 
ancient city of Alexandria was bombarded. Arabi was even- 
tually defeated at the battle of Tel-el-Kebir. 


After the suppression of this insurrection the British occu- 
pation was continued, and a vigorous attempt made to develop 
agriculture and trade and to suppress slave raiding in the Sudan. 


With this end in view, General Gordon was sent to Khar- 
toum in the Sudan as an official of the Egyptian government. The 
powerful government of Beaconsfield in England had been re- 
placed by a Liberal one, of which Mr. Gladstone was the head. 
Mr. Gladstone was never strong in his foreign policy and al- 
though Gordon had left for Khartoum with the promise of British 
support, the government at home showed almost criminal negli- 
gence in responding to his appeals for assistance. At last when 
an expedition was sent up the Nile under Lord Wolseley, they 
found the country in the hands of hostile tribes, and Khartoum 
had fallen. Gordon was killed when the relief expedition was 
close at hand. Accordingly the expedition, after suffering severe 
casualties, returned down the Nile. 


From 1885-1896 the Sudan was entirely in the hands of 
Arab tribes who sent slave caravans into the centre of Africa 
and ruled the country very much as their fathers had done for 
thousands of years. An Arab named Abdullah, wielded des- 


potic rule ever the Sudan and he concentrated a strong military 
force at Omdurman, 


During this period, however, Britjsh influence had been so 
paramount in lower Egypt that there was a great advance in its 
development, but it was felt that conditions in the Sudan re- 
tarded progress, A railway was built some distance up the Nile 
and preparations were made to attack the Arabs in their strong- 


hold. 


In 1898 the late Lord Kitchener, then simply Colonel 
Kitchener, prepared an expedition. Troops advanced overland 
and by means of the river, upon Omdurman, and after a severe 
battle near that place the Arab forces were completely defeated. 
After the pacification of the Sudan and during the British occupa- 
dion, a great deal of industrial, educational and adgricultural 
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development set in.
